School finance will probably 
be a top problem at sessions of 
our California Legislature for 
generations to come. It's cer­ 
tainly a major topic at our cur 
rent gathering, one which will 
require much of our time. 

Support of our public school 
system comes primarily from

two sources, state funds and 
local funds. The population ex­ 
plosion of the pajt 15 years 
which necessitated enormous 
expansion in our school facili­ 
ties has strained both sources 
to the breaking point. OM of 
our constant tasks in this area 
has been to match resource as 
closely as possible to needs, 
which is anything but easy.
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During the interim since our 

last regular session, consider­ 
able Interest has been directed 
to the increasing difficulty lo­ 
cal school districts have been 
experiencing in securing voter 
approval of new bond Issues. 
The State Constitution requires 
a two-thirds vote to secure ap­ 
proval of a school bond issue. 
A considerable number of is-
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sues submitted have failed to 
receive this proportion of fa­ 
vorable votes, even though they 
did get a majority or more of 
those cast. 
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AN ASSEMBLY constitu­ 

tional amendment proposing to 
lower the percentage of votes 
required for approval of a 
schoot'boniMssue to 60 per ——— Wa ———— - ——
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..... has been introduced in 
this session, riecently it was 
heard by the Assembly Educa­ 
tion Committee, and was sent 
to the floor with a favorable 
recommendation for passage. 
If it receives tie two-thirds ap­ 
proval of the members of both 
nouses, it will appear on the 
ballot at the next general elec-

voter consideration. 
The record 'shows that in
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100061, there were 240 school 
x>nd issues submitted to voters 
in California, calling for M70 
million in bonds. Of these, 73 
per cent were approved, for 
WM million. Twenty-one oi the 
defeated issues got more than 
00 per cent, but less than 66% 
per cent of the votes cast. In 
190142, the percentage of is­ 
sues approved fell 57 per cent, 
for 9174 out of S470 million. 
Thirty-seven defeated issues re­ 
ceived between 00 per cent and 
the required two-thirds of the
vote cast. » • •

ONE OF THE most difficult 
factors in the school cost situa­ 
tion to deal with has been con* 
struction of new classrooms to 
house the every-growing enroll* 
ments in elementary and high 
schools, and Junior colleges. 
Soon after the end of the War 
it became apparent that many 
school districts could not fi­ 
nance needed new construction 
through bonds. The standard 
statutory limit of five per cent 
of assssssd value oa such 
bonds simply would not pro* 
duct enough money for the 
building requirements of somo 
districts.

During the past few sessions. 
much legtolattv* attention has 
been paid to this matter of 
school constrocUosi costs and 
how best to pay for them. 
Some study has been given to 
tho advisability of increasing 
the statutory limit oa bonds 
for individual districts from 
five per coat to 10 per coat of 
asssssid valuation, but no ac­ 
tion was taken. Other Ideas 
have also been reviewed.

TO AID "impoverished" dls- 
Wets, tho Legislature passed. 
and tho voters approved the 
first of a series of bond issues 
for construction loans to school 
districts which had nearly ex­ 
hausted their owa bonding ca­ 
pacity. and still needed funds 
for new classrooms. So far. a 
total of 91 3*8 billion of such 
bonds have been okthod. but 
it seems likely futon proposals 
for tho same purpose may bo 
submitted to tho voters.
